The sum of foi.rtetn hundred 
dollars is appropriated to the Indigent Insane 
under the provisi -na of Title II, Chapter o4 
of the "Revised Statutes/' and tw. niy-on 
him 'red dollars to the Indigent Deaf an 
Dum blind and Idiotic, as authorized by 
Chapter 57 of the s-me 'iitle and Statutes 
There are also at the "Butler Hospital1' 
sixty-eight "Insane Paupers" from several 
towns in this State and twenty-three of the 
same class at the ''Vermont Asylum." 


The sum of twenty five dollara per quarter is 


allowed out of the State Treasury, for the sup- 
port of these persons by the provisions of the 
same chapter aa above; it thus appears that 
J? thousand six hundred dollara are annually 
drawn from the limited income of this State for 
the humane object of relieving the distress of 
the afflicted, and endeavoring to enlighten and 
dignify the vacant mind of t e unfortunate.
